The Brew ery Em ployes and the Station­ 
ary Engineers Ordered Ont. 
Xkw Y ork, Februarv lOtli.—The Evming 
News extra says that District Assembly 4!l 
put on an additional coat of warpaint at its 
conlerence early this morning, and ordered 
out everybody in the beer, ale and'porter 
breweries in this city, Yonkers, Jersey City, 
Brooklyn, Staten Island, aud Paterson, its 
well as the members of the Association of 
Stationary Engineers employed in different 
factories within its jurisdiction. The order 
is to go into effect to-morrow, and it is esti­ 
mated the number of men who will stop 
work in the breweries alone will amount 
to 12,000.

Now it in­ 
tends to regain that ground, and get some 
more. Members of No. 49's Executive 
Board say they have positive information 
that some of the coal companies are pressed 
for loans on National Banks, and believe, 
with the arrangements they are making in 
connection with the stopping of work by 
the employes of breweries and engineers, 
the demand for coal will grow so limited 
that the coal companies will be glad to 
come to terms. The ostensible reason for 
these strikes is that ttie breweries and other 
manufactories are using “scab” coal. 


WILL FIGHT THE BATTLE TO THE BITTER END. 
To your reporter a high official of As­ 
sembly 1ÍI said this afternoon : “ You can 
say that all the stories that the strike was 
on the point of disrupting and coming to 
an end have been made through a misun­ 
derstanding, and are manufactured out of 
whole eloth. District Assembly 4‘J had 
simply ceased from pushing matters further 
in the idea that the coal companies were 
about to have all the differences settled by 
arbitration. We have been undeceived on 
that point, and now we intend to renew the 
battle with a vengeance. Nor will the ex­ 
tension of the strike stop with the meas­ 
ures to be carried out to-morrow. If neces­ 
sary. we shall call out the men in other 
lines. District Assembly 40 is now de­ 
termined to tight the battle to the bitter 
end, and instead of meeting with defeat, 
we are more than ever confident of achiev­ 
ing success.” He added that the settlement 
with the Reading road had not yet beeti 
sanctioned by 40; that it was doubtless 
made with the understanding [that Corbin 
was to get otiier companies to come to the 
same terms. 
He saiti it remained to be 
seen whether Corbin was acting in good 
faith, and added that if he were not the 
leading men will stop work when called 
on. The news flew along the piers and 
wharves, and ihe strikers visible were 
unusually 
numerous, and much more 
cheerful than they had been for some 
days.

CALIFORNIA LAND CASE. 


H om estead Entry T itle in the llod ie Land 
D istrict Confirmed. 


W a s h in g t o n , February 10th.— Acting 
Secretary Muldrow, of the Interior Depart­ 
ment, yesterday rendered a decision in the 
case of the Southern Pacilic Railroad Com­ 
pany vs. l ’eter F. Brady, on appeal from 
the decision of the Commissioner of the 
General Land Office. Brady made a home­ 
stead entry in the Bodie Land District, of 
California. A certificate was issued to him 
and the railroad company appealed, claim­ 
ing that the land was within the indemnity 
limits granted to the railway company in 
1867. 
The Commissioner of the Land 
Office held that as the company had never 
selected land within these limits its right 
to the land in controversy had never at­ 
tached. The company claimed that Brady 
could acquire no right of entry because of 
the withdrawal of the indemnity lands, 
and that the notice given by him to the 
local Land Office of his intention to make 
final proof was not a legal notice to the 
company, and that the company waived no 
right by not appearing at the local Land 
OHice and contesting his claim. This de­ 
fense the Secretary of the Interior declares 
inadequate, and affirms the decision of the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office. 
Tiie questions involved in this case have 
been decided by prior Administrations in 
conformity with the decision rendered by 
Acting Secretary Muldrow to-day. 


A NEW AGREEMENT. 


The Pacific Mail ami Panam a Railroad 
llavo Settled Their Iliflerences. 
New York, February 
10th.—An ad­ 
journed conference between representa­ 
tives of the Pacific Mail Steamship Com­ 
pany and the Panama Railroad Company 
to agree on a settlement of differences was 
held this morning. President Houston 
and Director Edward Luterbach repre­ 
sented the Pacific Mail, and Messrs. Seilig- 
inan, McCullough. Ellis and Dacost the 
Panama Railway Company. The compro­ 
mise proposed yesterday was agreed to by 
both companies. 
It provides for the settle­ 
ment of the outstanding claim of the 
Panama Railway of $530,000 by the pay­ 
ment of $100,000. In lieu of monthly pay­ 
ments of $70,000 for transportation across 
the Isthmus, heretofore charged the Pacific 
Mail by the Panama Company, there will 
be paid $55,000 per month, and the Pacific 
Mail Company is allowed to reduce Us 
service in auy way it chooses, instead of 
being compelled to run the steamer every 
week, as was provided under the terms of 
the old contract. 
This provision alone 
will save the Pacific Mail $50,000 per 
month. The saving on other items for the 
unexpired seven yearS on the agreement, 
which the new contract takes the piace of, 
amounts to over $1,600,000. The Pacific 
Mail Directors, after the meeting, stated 
that no negotiations for a subsidy from 
trans-continental lines were being con­ 
sidered. One of them predicted an advance 
ot rates before the end of this week. 


Suicide or M urder? 
M ount H o lly (N. J. j, February 10th.— 
A remarkable case of attempted suicide or 
murder has come to light here. Mary C. 
Anderson, a handsome young woman about 
17 years of age. enjoying a good reputation, 
left her home on Monday night. On Tues­ 
day morning she was found in the outskirts 
of the town with a bullet-hole in her head, 
she 
was 
removed 
to 
her 
home, 
where 
she 
now 
lies 
in 
a 
dyiDg 
condition. 
She has been 
unconscious 
ever since, and could therefore make no 
statement as to the shooting. A revolver was 
found on the ground about a hundred 
yards from her, one chamber being empty. 
Tbis revolver proved to be tbe property of 
her cousin, Barclay Peake, who maintained 
a close friendship' with her. 
Peake was 
arrested on Tuesday, and stoutly denied 
his guilt, and intima'ted that the girl com­ 
mitted suicide. 
At the preliminary ex­ 
amination it was proved that they were 
out walking together in the locality where 
the girl was found. Peake was committed 
to await the resnit of the girl’s injuries. 
P h ila d ep h ia , February 10th.—A special 
to the Timei from Mount Hollv, N. J., late 
to-night says that Miss Anderson had re­ 


covered consciousness, and had told the 
story of the alfair. She asserts that Bar­ 
clay Peake and herself were taking a stroll 
through the neighborhood, when he made 
improper propositions to her, and after she 
had strenuously resisted liis advances, he 
drew his revolver and shot her through the 
head. The young lady is still alive, but 
slight hope is entertained for her recovery.

W ash in gton , February 10th. — In the 
Senate, the presiding officer presented the 
resolutions of the Joint Convention of the 
General Assembly of Indiana, tbe Repub­ 
lican members protesting against the valid­ 
ity of tbe election ot David Turpie as 
United States Senator. 
Referred to the 
Committee on Privileges and Elections. 
Also, a message from the House of Rep­ 
resentatives with a substitute to tbe Senate 
Chinese indemnify bill. 
Edmunds said that the two bills appeared 
to amount to the same purpose, except that 
perhaps the House substitute did it in a 
more simple way. He moved that the sub­ 
stitute be concurred in. Agreed to. 
Jones of Nevada presented a petition 
from Horace F. Cutter, of San Francisco, 
praying Congress to makesuitable acknowl­ 
edgment of l lie humane service of Japan­ 
ese fishermen to the crew of the American 
vessel wrecked by a typhoon in tbe East­ 
ern seas. 
Doiph, from the Conference Committee 
on the Senate amendments to the House 
bill to repeal all pre-emption, timber culture 
and desert lands laws, reported a disagree­ 
ment and asked for a new conference. 
Dum b said be bad been for many years 
in favor of a repeal of the pre-emption 
laws, but since the subject lias been under 
discussion a practice has come into vogue 
of a character which was not only threat­ 
ening to individual rights, but was sub­ 
versive of all proper rules of procedure, and 
he thought that rectification of this prac­ 
tice was of m i|fh more importance than 
the repeal of the pre-emption laws, or of 
the timber culture laws, or both. 
Hale, from the Committee on Naval Af­ 
fairs, reported back the bills for tbe pur­ 
chase of John Ericsson’s Destroyer, ami it 
was referred to ihe Committee on Appro­ 
priations.

The 
bill as thus amended was passed and a 
conference asked. 
The Senate resumed consideration of the 
House bill relating to the importing and 
landing of mackerel caught duriug the 
spawning season. 
Miller moved to amend by making the 
bill take effect on the 1st of July, instead 
of March. 1888. Rejected. 
The bill was then passed—yeas 34, nays

There were also a number of fine 
carriages, buggies, and other vehicles in 
the building, nearly all of which were con­ 
sumed. After the fire bad been under way 
about an hour, and while the firemen were- 
making their way into the building, one of 
the high interior walls fell with a crash, 
burying several firemen ami some specta­ 
tors in the debris.

that of Joseph Schimper, Foreman of En­ 
gine Company (1. The two others are sup­ 
posed to be those of stable hands, whose 
names are unknown.

ously. The loss on the stables is estimated 
to be about $150,000, with a reported in­ 
surance of $30,000. 
Beside tbe pecuniary loss which resulted 
iast night, from the destruction of Jesse 
Arnott’s livery stable, one loss was suffered 
which is irreparable. The hearse in which 
the remains of Lincoln were conveyed to 
their last resting place was burned in the 
flames. 
International Range Convention. 


D e n v e r , February 10tb.—A resolution 
was adopted in the International Range 
Convention to-day, setting forth that Cole­ 
man, Commissioner of Agriculture, has 
done everything possible under the laws of 
the United States to protect the cattle of 
the country from pleuro-pneumonia, and 
extending the thanks of the Association to 
him for his action in the matter.

A resolution stating that false re­ 
ports have been circulated concerning the 
financial condition of the range cattle 
business-, representing that tbe business 
was bankrupt, and resolving that the Con­ 
vention deny the report, and state that the 
range cattle business is in a reasonably 
healthy condition, with prospects of im­ 
provement, was adopted, a ter a hearty in­ 
dorsement front all Ihe delegates present. 
The Convention then re-elected Colonel R. 
G. Head, of Colorado, President; J. L. 
Brush. First Vice-President; J. C. Leary, 
of New Mexico, Secretary; J. Cooper, of 
Den ver. Treasurer, and an Executive Boartl, 
and adjourned sine die. 
Stepping Into Logan's Shoes. 
Chicago, February 10th.—Illinois poli­ 
ticians are in a hubbub over the apparently 
well-founded report that Gem ral Logan's 
political shoes are being negotiated for, if 
not already acquired, by John Sherman, of 
Ohio.

N e w Y o r k , February 10th,—Tbe British 
steamer Wells City had anchored in the 
stream at the foot of West Twenty-sixth 
street, between 3 and 4 o’clock this morn­ 
ing. An immense ice fioe came down with 
the out-going tide and caught her. She did 
not have steam up, and was carried down 
the river, dragging her anchor, for more 
than a mile and a half, resisting all efforts 
to stop her. Opposite Christopher street 
the steamer Lone Star was anchored. The 
Wells City drifted broadside upon her bow 
and was struck by the cut-water of tbe 
Lone Star, knocking a hole in her hull.

Boundary Question in Central Am erica. 


N e w Y o r k , February 10th.—Tiie World's 
Washington special says: Tbe President 
has been requested to act as arbitrator in 
the settlement between 
Nicaragua and 
Costa Rica. These Central American Re­ 
publics for more than forty years have been 
in conten lion about their" boundary lines. 
Costa Rica at one time set up a claim to a 
part of New Granada, now tbe United 
States of Colombia, but the controversy 
was settled by treaty in 1.857. Severa! at­ 
tempts have been made by Nicaragua to 
get a settlement of tbe dispute with Costa 
Rica, but no agreement could be reached in 
determining the mode of submission un­ 
til a proposition was recently made to re­ 
fer the dispute to President Cleveland, who 
has indicated his willingness to accept the 
trust.

A rrest of the M urderer o f Ihe Dunham 
Fam ily. 


F o r t W a y n e (Ind.), February 10th.— 
A special to tbe Gazette says: Joseph Plew. 
a farm hand, was arrested to-day for the 
murder of the entire Dunham family near 
Warsaw, the details of which were de­ 
scribed yesterday. He is in jail at W ar­ 
saw, and the neighbors of tbe murdered 
family threaten to lynch him. Dunham’s 
pocketbook and $89 in money were found 
in I’iew’s pocket. 
He was employed by 
Dunham, and two weeks ago they quar­ 
reled and Plew was discharged. When be 
left he threatened to get even with Dun­ 
ham. A part of Dunham’s scalp was found 
trampled on in the mud, whicti disproves 
the theory of suicide. 
Mrs. Dunham is 
growing stronger, but is still unconscious. 
Dunham and his child were buried in one 
grave to-day. 
The Tragedy on tbe Navaju R eservation. 


D e n v e r (Col.), February loth. — The 
AV«V Albuquerque, N. M., special says : 
Further particulars from Monday's bloody 
tragedy in the Navajo reservation, in which 
three white men and two Indians were 
killed, state that everything is as quiet as 
usual. The reixtrts show that tiie Indians 
were not as much to blame as the white 
men, who made the attack. They should 
have made their grievances known to the 
Indian Agent, instead of taking the law in 
their own hands. The two men who ac­ 
companied the deputy to make the arrest 
of the accused horse thief were bitterly 
hated by tbe Indians for very good reasons. 
They were not slow in taking advantage of 
the situation. Navajos arc imposed upon 
by this clas3 of men. who may yet be the 
cause of this powerful tribe taking the war 
path.

A LOTTERY BILL AT LAST. 


Assemblyman Seymour Carr lias intro­ 
duced a necessary bill th at should become 
a law at once, to make more effective the 
statute forbidding the aiding of lotteries 
by any manner of advertisement, sale of 
tickets, etc. 
The bill proposes to amend 
Section 322 of the Penal Code so as to de- 
iine “ advertising.” 
It recites that any 
kind of publication by reading m atter or 
in advertising columns in any newspaper, 
magazine, book or pam phlet of any tickets 
in lotteries for sale, of the announcement 
of lottery schemes, or of drawings to take 
place, or the results of drawings th at have 
taken place, is advertising a lottery and 
aiding the sale of tickets therein. 
It is 
made the duty of D istrict Attorneys to 
present any publisher or printer who vio­ 
lates the law by such publication. 
In fact the amendment does not change 
the law as now upon the statute books, 
except to prevent evasion of it, by the 
plea th at announcing the result of a 
drawing is not advertising it. 
1 he proof 
of this plea being advanced is found in 
the fact th at newspaper publishers in Cali­ 
fornia refuse to publish advance notices of 
lotteries, but do print and circulate adver­ 
tisem ents of the results of drawings. 
Of 
course everyone knows that this is merely 
** whipping the devil around the stump. ’ 
W hen a long list of numbers standing op­ 
posite figures representing dollars. is pub­ 
lished, w ith the statem ent th at it is the 
report of the regular m onthly drawing of 
a certain lottery, it does advertise the con­ 
cern and all its subsequent m onthly or 
other 
drawings. 
So, too, when jour­ 
nalists, as many of them did in Decem­ 
ber, 
1SSG, 
and 
January, 1887, 
and 
th e 
present 
m onth, 
publish 
long 
accounts 
of 
the 
methods 
employed 
in drawing the Louisiana lottery, they 
violated the law, and knew th at they did 
so. 
These accounts, illustrated w ith sev­ 
eral pictures to make them more promi­ 
nent, were all paid for by th e lottery con­ 
cern, and not one of the guilty publishers, 
if put to it on his honor, will deny that 
fact—indeed, all the evidences of these ac­ 
counts being “ advertising” are patent on 
th e ir faces. 
W hatever may be the doubt 
concerning the printing of results of the 
drawings, the 
“ reading” accounts are 
clearly violations of the law as it now 
stands, (or they all treated of the m onthly 
drawings, and defended the methods of the 
lotterv sharks, lauded the officials of the 
lottery generally, and so far as words could 
do it, commended these sw indling gam ­ 
bling concerns, and invited the people to 
patronize them. 
Mr. Carr’s bill strikes at 
all these 
abuses ; it aims to give effect to the spirit 
o f the constitutional prohibition of lotter­ 
ies, ami to make certain ami unambiguous 
the three hundred and twenty-second sec­ 
tion of the Penal Code. 
Legislators are 
sworn to uphold the Constitution and the 
laws. T hey do not do so w hen,having knowl­ 
edge of the claim of a defect of th e law, 
through which offenders seek to escape, 
they refuse or neglect to prevent such eva­ 
sion by making the lawso clear th n tiican - 
not screen any guilty man. 
They do not 
prove true to their oaths when, by silence 
and inaction, they consent to th e nor.- 
enforcement of a law, the violation of 
which is fraught w ith such ill to the 
people of the State. 
Probably memliers 
have not looked at the m atter in this 
light, but we submit that it is a legitim ar 
view. 
T he Legislature is in the nature of 
a grand inquest; it is its duty not only to 
m ake needed new law, but to repair any 
disclosed defects in existing statutes, and 
to prevent, so far as amendment can do it, 
evasion of express statutes. 
Lotteries cannot lie set up or drawn in 
thLs State, the Constitution righteously 
and sternly prohibiting them ; but by eva­ 
sion of the laws foreign lotteries come into 
the State and sell th eir tickets, and use 
th e press to advertise th eir jiemieions 
schemes. 
They cart o u t t f the State hun­ 
dreds of thousands of dollars annually, in 
the promotion of lottery .schemes that can­ 
not be drawn in California. 
How, then, 
can any legislator excuse him self for re­ 
fusing or neglecting to put a JU'f, so far as 
laws can do so, to practices by those foreign 
to the State in which the people iff Cali­ 
fornia are forbidden to indulge? 
Legis­ 
lators are sworn to m aintain and give effect 
to Section 20 of A rticle IV . of the funda­ 


m ental law, which reads: 
“ The Legis- 
litu re shall have no power to authorize 
lotteries or gift enterprises for any pur­ 
pose, and shall pass laws to prohibit the sale 
iu this Slate of lottery or gift enterprise tickets, 
or tickets in any scheme in the. nature of a 
lottery.” 
In the face of this mandate we 
cannot think it jiossible for any legislator 
to refuse to vote for and hasten into law a 
bill th at proposes to make this constitu­ 
tional clause fully effective. 
The present 
law is inefficient. 
It is openly violated by 
a num ber of prominent newspapers almost 
daily, npt one of which will dare to do so 
if the alleged defect in the existing law 
is cured. 
Practically, then, we have now 
no law that makes effective the Penal 
Code, and therefore the duty is incumbent 
upon the legislators now assembled to sup­ 
ply the need, and give vitality to the con­ 
stitutional mandate. 
I t is not necessary 
in this place to 
consider the 
griev­ 
ous 
ill 
of 
the 
lottery 
craze, 
or 
point 
out 
its 
demoralizing 
influence. 
The 
State 
passed 
through 
one bitter experience in promoting lot 
teries, and no man conversant w ith the 
evil th at resulted would for a moment 
think of repeating the experim ent. 
It 
will be rembered how the evil grew until 
the necessity became im perative on the 
part of the jieople to rise in their majesty 
and crush the monster. 
Then followed a 
long period in which we were given rest 
by the lottery fiend ; now, however, the 
community is undergoing a new assault, 
and agencies are employed to corrupt and 
demoralize, th at should be the first to pro­ 
tect the people. 
I t will not do to confess 
th at the law-making and law-executing 
powers are unequal to the task of doing 
battle with lottorv gambling, or of making 
vital the mandate of the Constitution. It is 
not true th at such laws as referred to can­ 
not be enforced. 
On the contrary, they 
have been in the past, and can be again 
V enality, it is true, is deplorably manifest 
in the community ; but the very fact that 
officers are corrupted to close th eir eyes to 
infractions of the laws, or by terrorism are 
so kept under cow that they dare not 
attem pt to enforce them , should quicken 
the Legislature to enact measures to com­ 
pel performance of duty. 
W e are assured 
by officials th at if the duty of enforcin 
the lottery law is specifically placed upon 
any one class of officers, thus giving them 
the shield of express statute, there will be 
no difficulty in the m atter. 
W e know 
also, th at if the Legislature should pass 
the bill introduced by Mr. Carr, the news­ 
paper violators of the law will not only 
cease their practices, but will take a lively 
interest in the suppression of the swarnts of 
lottery-ticket 
speculators, 
peddlers and 
agents th at now infest the 
State. 
It 
comes to this then, th at the houses are 
put upon their m ettle in this m atter, and 
if they neglect or refuse to act promptly, 
will invite the odium of promoting and 
encouraging lottery gaming. 


SUPREME COURT LOCATION. 


J udge C'o[>e, an ex-member of the Su­ 
preme Bench, a broad-minded and just law­ 
yer, has informed the Legislature th at it 
is the opinion of the best legal minds that 
the policy is 
unwise th at 
keeps the 
Supreme Court on wheels. 
Time is lost 
he declares, by shifting the Court from 
place to place. 
It is the San Francisco 
business th a t puts the Court behind its cal­ 
endar, and the overtaking of which is hope­ 
less there. W e have frequently pointed oil 
that to locate the Court at the Capital, will 
enable it to speedily “ catch u p ” with its 
calendar. 
i t 
will 
be 
an economic 
change, and save to the State the immense 
sum now paid for rent, the heavy travel 
ing expenses of the Court, and the cosí o; 
m aintaining three distinct C lerk-’ offices, 
with a large corps of clerical employes, 
The local original jurisdiction forced upon 
the Court at San Francisco would be 
mainly avoided if the tribunal was located 
here, where it properly belongs. 
S. M 
Wilson, of San Francisco, a lawyer of wide 
and high reputation, and above any petty 
influences, declares that the Court shouli 
la' located in Sacramento. 
lie goes even 
so far as to say—and he is a man win 
measures his words—th at the Constitu­ 
tional Convention really wanted the Court 
located here, and th at San Francisco pres­ 
sure alone defeated the desire. 
It is saf 
to say such pressure did not come from 
members of the bar. 
Our recollection is 
that the leading lawyers in the Conven­ 
tion were all convinced of the unwisdom 
of making the Court a movable body. 
Judge Cope says the Bar of San Francisco 
wants the Court held at the Capital only. 
I t ¡3 known that most of the members of 
the Court hold the same views. 
This be­ 
ing true, we do not understand how the 
Legislature can iind excuse fur continuing 
the expensive and demoralizing movable 
system. 
Certainly the Bar of San Fran­ 
cisco is capable of judging in this m atter. 
W hen it certifies to the legislative lody 
th at the movable system works badly, the 
Houses ought not hesitate to abandon the 
costly exjieriment.

S. B. 22. relating to teaching in the public 
schools of the M ate as a part of the instruction 
in physiology and hygiene the effects of n ar­ 
cotics*ami stim ulants, has pissed the Senate 
w ithout a dissenting vote.

bear th e evidence of the m ale sex. Adopted.] pag n e. 
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In te re s tin g D iscu ssio n o n th e C o o m b s T u re 
W i .e K ill. 
There was a joint meeting last evening 
of the Senate anil Assembly Committees on 
V iniculture ami V iticulture, to discuss 
Coombs’ Assembly bill, No. 254, “to pre­ 
vent the sophistication and adulteration of 
wine.” C. A. W etmore, Chief Yiticultural 
Officer, was present for the purpose of dis­ 
cussing the merits of the bill and advo­ 
cating certain am endm ents agreed upon at 
a late m eeting in San Francisco of wine 
m erchants and wine-makers. 
Mr. W etmore argued that the definition 
of pure wine, as given, was imperfect. 
He 
also combatted Section 2, defining “ dry 
wines,” which definition, he said, was n o t, 
correct. All sweet wines made in the E rst 
or Europe are fortified witli spirits other 
than such as is produced from the grape, 
lie thought the law should not force the 
winemaker—who wishes to m arket his wine 
abroad—to fortify his wine with grape 
spirits, when corn spirits, being cheaper, 
can be used to better advantage. 
Wines 
m anufactured for exclusively hom e con­ 
sum ption m ight be fortified with grape 
spirits, but inordertocom petew ith Eastern 
and foreign m anufacturers we must use a 
cheaper fortifying element. 
Besides, peo­ 
ple in the East cannot be made to believe 
that grape spirits are preferable to corn or 
grain spirits. Fine champagnes are forti­ 
fied by high grades of cognac with a sm all 
percentage of neutral spirits. 
Mr. )\ et- 
rnore proceeded to explain the necessity 
for fortifying our wines with low-priced 
spirits, in order to compete with imported 
wines. 
In France wines are not now forti­ 
fied by brandy spirits. 
Prom inent wine 
exporting firms in California are opposed 
to the principle embodied in Sect inn 2. 
They feel that all sentim entality should he 
laid aside, and the question of wine-making 
and exportation considered from a commer­ 
cial standpoint. 
If the bill under discus­ 
sion had been the law two years ago 
the State would have lost a m illion dollars, 
as the crops were late and the grapes con­ 
tained little or no sugar. 
He did not think 
it right for the State to lay down the arbi­ 
trary rule that no m an shall m ake wine in 
any but the one way specified. 
It might as 
well say that a m an shall not use chicory 
in his coffee if he wants to. Very often 
the grapes do not possess sufficient sugar, 
and the m aker must add some; yet, under 
this hill, one would not be allowed to use 
any sugar. 
Do not m ake it unlawful for a 
m an to do som ething that is strictly hon­ 
orable and recognized as a commercial 
right the world over. 
Senator Hose adm itted that there was 
m uch force in Mr. W etmore’s argument, 
and yet it was desirable that Calitornians 
should be able to say that their wines are 
perfectly pure, in contradistinction to those 
made elsewhere. 
Large quantities ot im ­ 
ported cherry juice are now in the San 
Francisco port, to be used in adulterating 
our native wines and deteriorating their 
quality. 
_ 
Mr. W etmore proceeded to discuss the 
restrictive provisions of the bill, and argued 
that they are impracticable and injurious, 
from a commercial standpoint, to the wine 
interests of the State, lie declared that it 
would be useless to send strictly pure wines 
East, as they would there be mixed or 
adulterated to suit the conveniences of 
those engaged in the business. As to the 
provision for stamps (Section 5), it was ut­ 
terly inoperative. 
An Eastern man could 
couie to California, purchase all the “ pure 
w ine” 
and 
stam ps 
he 
desired, 
take 
them 
East 
and 
apply 
them 
to any article of 
so-called 
wine 
he 
pleased. Among the great dealers in the 
East the wine received trotn California in 
casks is all dum ped into large tanks and 
merged into one article. Thus any par­ 
ticular kind of California wine lases its 
identity. It would be futile for the State 
to attem pt to enforce any Stamp Act of the 
kind proposed. 
Senator Rose thought it would do much 
good. Of course, one class of dealers would 
evade any law, but there are others that 
would not. 
Resuming, Mr. W etm ore said that each 
individual m aker of wine can, without the 
proposed law, protect his own brand of 
wine by a trade-mark. The present law 
gives him that protection. 
Senator Rose said that firms in San F ran­ 
cisco are steadily adulterating wines, and 
argued that brandy could be used for fortify­ 
ing purposes at less cost than is claimed. 
¡¡These firms were forced to use the pro­ 
duct of the grape it would be still more in 
the interest ot the home producer. 
He 
believed that all the reputable dealers in 
the East could be induced to co-operate 
with the conscientious wine-makers of 
Cá'ifornia, for when the fact were once es­ 
tablished that absolutely pure wines were 
offered for sale, and that they could be re­ 
lied upon, the demand would be greater 
than it now is. The very mystery and 
uncertainty that now surrounds the major­ 
ity of wines offered in the East operates to 
preveut the general dem and that is so 
much desired. 
R. B. Blowers contended that when it be­ 
came known in the East that absolutely 
pure wines can be purchased in California, 
with the seal o f purity thereon, that will 
be all that is necessary to at once establish 
a demand for pure California wines, that 
will continue to increase. If none but 
pure wines are allowed to be sold in Cali­ 
fornia, those wines will be sought for, and 
the demand for a pure article will warrant 
Eastern dealers in handling it in preference 
to an adulterated or uncertain article. 
Senator Rose said that his sales to East­ 
ern parties are increasing, with the assur­ 
ance that the parties are getting a pure and 
reliable artiel •; and he thought that the 
protection afforded by a State stamp would 
operate to the benefit of ail home wine­ 
makers. 
Mr. Wetmore was not of that opinion. 
His experience had satisfied him that East­ 
ern dealers would pay no attention to a 
State stamp, which would afford legal pro­ 
tec ion only in this State. 
Letters from M. M. Estee, A. Haraztby, 
H. A. Pellett and others were read, some 
favoring the bill in its entirety, and others 
suggesting changes or modifications. Most 
of the wine-growers favored the general 
provisions of the bill, while the wine m er­ 
chants opposed the measure. Mr. Estee 
saiii in his letter that he thought the bill 
would in ihe end benefit both the wine­ 
m aker and the wine merchant. 
Mr. Harazihy expressed the opinion that 
the provisions of the bill were good, and if 
anything too lenient. 
The discussion over the merits of the bill 
continued until m idnight, without the 
committee arriving at any definite conclu­ 
sion. except to vote that any hill to be re­

R ecord-U nion : Senator Goucher, | 
representing the district composed of th e: 
counties of Alpine, Mono, Fresno and 
Mariposa, has introduced into the Senate a 
bill which provides for the correction o f ; 
that portion of the boundary line of this 
State southeastward from Lake Tahoe. 
The bill is predicated on the report of the 
State Flngtneer to the Legislature, in which 
occurs the follow ing: 
“ I call attention to the fact that, by the 
last location of the State boundary line 
southeastward from Lake Tahoe, a strip of 
territory from a half to three-quarters of a 
mile in width, and for a length unknown, 
but presum ably many miles, has been 
thrown into the State of Nevada from this 
State. 
The law defining the boundary says 
that this line shall extend between two 
certain points in latitude and longitude. 
According to compilations of the Govern­ 
m ent land surveys made under my direc­ 
tion, at the northern end this line strikes 
west of the point about one m ile ; and the 
work of the United States geographical 
surveys, conducted under the direction of 
the W ar Departm ent, has also shown the 
same fact to exist. * * * The southern 
boundary of the State, supposed to be a 
straight line, or an arc of a great circle, be­ 
tween two fixed points in latitude and 
longitude, according to compilations and 
exam inations made under m y direction, is 
not thus straight, but has in it a jog, or 
offset, of about one mile, at a point about 
midway on its course. 
I sim ply report 
these facts; of their importance you will 
judge. The first enumerated, at least, is 
evidence of a clear loss of territory to the 
State, and to the counties of iil Dorado, A l­ 
pine and Mono, at least.” 
This report may be found in volume I. 
of Appendix to Journals of Senate and As­ 
sembly, Twenty-fifth Session, page 8, of 
the State Engineer's report. 
Now, in or­ 
der that the facts set out in this report may 
be more accurately understood, it will be 
necessary to know just what the law defin­ 
ing the boundary says. I will quote from 
the Act enough for this purpose: 
“ Commencing at the point of intersec­ 
tion of the 42d degree of north latitude 
with the 120th degree of longitude west 
from Greenwich, and running south on the 
line of the said l2Uth degree of west longi­ 
tude, until it intersects the 39th degree of 
north latitude ; thence running in a straight 
line in a southeasterly direction to the 
river Colorado, at a point where it intersects 
the 55th degree of north latitude.” 
T hus it appears from the report of our 
State Plngineer, the point where the 120th 
degree of longitude intersects the 39th de­ 
gree of north latitude is too far in Califor­ 
nia (as now recognized) about one mile. 
No one acquainted with the reputation 
of Mr. Hall or of that of his late pains­ 
taking assistant, Mr. N. King, will doubt 
the correctness of their work, which, in 
this case, is fu'ly indorsed by no less an 
authority than Captain George M. Wheeler, 
of the War Department. 
The Legislature of this State (see statutes 
1863, page 617) undertook to have the east­ 
ern boundary of the State correctly estab­ 
lished, and for that purpose appropriated 
$25,000. The then Governor of Nevada 
Territory appointed Butler Ives “ to ac- 
compnnv and act in conjunction with the 
Surveyor-General of this State in defining 
and establishing said eastern boundary.” 
The right of this sovereign State to have 
her boundaries properly and correctly es­ 
tablished is undoubted. That it has not 
been 
so 
done 
is apparent. 
Senator 
Goucher’sbill proposes to correct this error, 
and, as it seems to me, ought to become a 
law by the vote of every Senator and mem­ 
ber of the Assembly. Our Legislature is 
entertaining—properly, I believe—propo­ 
sitions for the expenditure of large sums 
of public money for the purchase of the 
Bancroft library, for the erection of suit­ 
able m onum ents to Commodore Sloat. ex­ 
Governor Irw in, Jantes W. Marshall and 
others. Ought not tlie sm all sum of $8,000 
or $10,000 be set aside to correct and estab­ 
lish the eastern boundary of th¡3 great 
State? 
In justice to the State, in justice to 
the counties of Fll Dorado, Alpine, Mono 
and Inyo, the resurvey ought to be ordered. 
Let not Senator Goucher s hill be forgotten 
in the haste to pass less worthy measures.

very considerable. The m achine travels 
over rough and uneven land more easily 
and w ith greater speed than the same 
power represented in horses attached to 
plows of less capacity could attain. The 
engine is sim ilar to the Enright, with from 
twenty to twenty-five horse-power. ’ This 
wonderful mechanical contrivance is des­ 
tined to revolutionize plowing. 
It is thor­ 
oughly practical in its workings, running 
sm oothly without hitch or hindrance, and 
the inventor, Mr. Berry, has in it the 
foundation of a fortune of no small pro­ 
portions.— Modesto Evening News. 


F t r e p r o o f in g W o o d .—A mode of ren­ 
dering wood incombustible not generally 
known is described as follow s: Soak 27.5 
parts by weight of sulphate of zinc, 11 of 
potash, 22 of alum and 11 of m anganic 
oxide in lukewarm water in an Iron boiler, 
and graduallv add 11 parts by weight of 00 
per cent, sulphuric acid. The wood to be 
prepared is placed upon an iron grating in 
an apparatus of suit^lile size, the separate 
pieces being placed an ineh apart. The 
liquid is then poured into the apparatus, 
and the wood allowed to remain completely 
covered for three hours, and is tbeti air- 
dried. The mode of application described 
is, we fear, a serious obstacle to the general 
use of this process for tim ber employed in 
building, especially as the rough timber, 
before being worked or framed, could only 
be conveniently treated in this manner. 
If 
joists, ceiling beams and all joinery exposed 
to fire could be treated after being fixed 
with some chemical solution of proved re­ 
sistance to the action of flame, we believe 
m any architects would be found to employ 
it.— The Building News. 


S h e e p R a is in g.—The breeding of she-p 
has received much attention in Nevada 
during the past three years, and sheepmeu 
generally have given the preference to 
Merinas, which have been found to be the 
best adapted for our climate. 
In Nevada, 
sheep are raised without shelter of any 
kind, and it is im portant, says the Stock­ 
man, to raise those that have a fleece of 
compact wool that will keep the wind and 
snow out. and in this particular, the three- 
quarter blood Spanish Merino has been 
most successful. However, since Nevada 
has been called upon to supply the Cali­ 
fornia m arkets with m utton, sheepmen are 
beginning to cross with Shropshircs and 
other m utton breeds that carry the best 
wool fleeces, with results not yet fully de- 
t.'rm ined.— Austin Reveille. 


P la n tin g F r u it Treks.—A larger area 
than ever before is being planted to fruit 
trees in this county, and among the vari­ 
eties being taken out is a goodly num ber of 
orange trees. W e are glad to note this ; for

T he case o f T h e P eople vs. J . M. Hoiz, 
charged w ith an assault w ith a deadly w ea­ 
pon upon his wife on th e 18th of last No­ 
vem ber, cam e u p for trial before Judge 
Van Fleet in th e S uperior C ourt yesterday, 
A cting D istrict A ttorney Jo n es prosecuting, 
and J .

W agoner. 
M rs. H otz was a reluctant w it­ 
ness. but, on being ordered bv th e Court to 
do so, proceeded to testify. 
H er statem ent 
as to th e assault was th at, on retu rn in g 
from tip tow n, h er h u sband found fault 
w ith her. and they bad a w ordy q n arre1. 
She told him to “sh u t u p," am i said if be 
stru ck h er h e w ould never strike another 
person. 
H e therefore knocked h er dow n 
w ith a piece of iron, about the size of a stove 
lifter—subsequently’ she was n o t so positive 
th a t it w as iron, it m ig h t h av e been wood 
—and she got u p an d ran o u t upon th e 
sidew alk for assistance. 
On retu rn in g to 
th e house he struck h er w ith a piece of 
wood and choked lipr. 
She fell dow n and 
struck against a flour barrel. 
A lady as­ 
sisted h er to rise, and she m ade h er w ay to 
th e station-house, w here she received su r­ 
gical treatm ent for a cu t over th e right 
tem ple, w hich w as bleeding profusely. She 
sw ore that since his arrest tier husband has 
threatened to kill h er if she testified against 
him w hen th e case cam e u p for trial. 
W hen th e defendant was put on the stand 
he m ade a good show ing for him self ex­ 
cept in th e adm ission th at he struck her 
w ith a stick of wood, b u t th a t was in con­ 
sequence of great provocation, she having 
throw n half-a-dozen dishes at him and 
show n a disposition to continue th e w ar. 
T he ju ry evidently concluded th a t a slick 
could be a deadly w eapon, and retu rn ed a 
verdict o f gu ilty.

M orals in tlie Legislature. 
T h e functions o f a C om m ittee on P ublic 
M orals appear to be to prevent th e spread 
of m orals am ong th e public. 
T h at, at 
feast, is th e view w hich the A ssem bly com ­ 
m ittee on th a t subject takes of its duties. 
T his interesting group of itb ical experts 
reported favorably yesterday upon a propo­ 
sition to license gam bling and unfavorably’ 
upon a bill p rohibiting express and tele­ 
phone com panies from sending m essenger 
boys on errands to houses of ill-fam e. 
P erhaps these gentlem en do not realize 
ju st w hat th e abuse is w hich this latter 
m easure was intended to check. 
T h e dis­ 
trict m essenger com panies in th e principal 
cities em ploy hundreds of boys from 10 to 
10 years ago, w ho are at th e service o f an y ­ 
body w ho chooses to pay th e regular rates. 
T he com panies are not fastidious as to the 
character of th eir patrons. 
In the various 
h au n ts of infam y these boys are in great 
dem and. 
T hey are constantly required to 
run all sorts of errands, and there is no 
form o f vice w ilh w hich th ey do not be­ 
com e fam iliar in th e course of th e service. 
T he am ount of w ickedness w hich nightly 
passes in review before th eir susceptible 
eyes is som ething frightful. T hey see m ore 
tiian th e m ost depraved rounder, for h e is 
occupied only w ith his ow n debauch, and 
th e boy m ay have a panoram a of a dozen. 
C alifornia boys are n eith er too good nor 
too bad to be dem oralized by such associa­ 
tions. T hey are n o t of such superlative 
innocence as to go through these scenes 
u nharm ed, as an A ssem bly C om m ittee on 
M orals m ight do, n o r are they so deprave i 
as to be beneath th e d a n g e r of degradation. 
T hey can be elevated by good influences 
and contam inated by bad ones. 
Those 
un d er discussion are at precisely th e age 
w hen fam iliarity w ith evil is m ost perilous. 
A nd th a t fam iliarity they have, in th e m ost 
appalling m easure." A D istrict T elegraph 
buy on n ig h t details m ust have a m ost ex ­ 
ceptional m in d if the experiences he is 
com pelled to undergo do Dot rot out all the 
higher elem ents o f his nature before they 
have tim e to grow . 
T here should be no 
need of a law on th is subject. 
It is dis­ 
graceful th at reputable corporations should 
perm it the abuse to exist and should accept 
th e stained coin it brings to th eir treas­ 
uries. 
B ut since th e evil does exist and 
the com panies do n o t volunteer to check it, 
the d u ty of th e S tate is clear, 
if legisla­ 
tion can ever have any influence on m orals 
it is in such a case as "this. 
T he Society for 
th e Suppression o f Vice tries to preserve 
the puritv of those w ho are already lost by 
rem oving objectionable pictures from th eir 
dens. 
W hy n o t m ak e an effort to save 
boys from "being force/1 into associations 
w hich m ust deprave th eir form ing ch ar­ 
acters?—N. F .

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES. 


T h e E x p lo sio n a t th e G ra n d O p e ra 
House. 
San F rancisco, February 10th.—All the 
papers to-day contain long accounts of the 
explosion of the can of powder at the 
Patti concert last night. Later investiga­ 
tion shows that the crank. Dr. Dodges, 
who threw it, had evidently no distinct 
purpose in view, but simply wanted to 
create a disturbance. The excitement has 
now mostly died away, owing to so little 
damage resulting, and has given place to 
astonishment that a panic was averted. 
The house was crowded to its utmost capa- 
pacitv, and every aisle was also tilled with 
spectators. A fortunate circumstance, and 
one which no doubt contributed to some 
extent to prevent a stampede, was that the 
explosion occurred when the applause was 
most vociferous, and partly deadened the 
sound of the explosion. Had the specta­ 
tors lost their heads, and a rush been 
made for the doors, there is little doubt 
that many would be now mourning for 
their dead. 
M e e tin g o f tlie R a ilr o a d C o m m issio n . 
San Francisco, February 10th.—A meet­ 
ing of the Railroad Commissioners was 
held to-day. The meeting was called to 
hear response from the Atlantic and Pacific 
corporation, showing why that company 
had not presented reports as the law of 
California requires. The officer cited to 
to appear was W. A. liissell, General 
Freight and Passenger Agent of the road 
in this city. He appeared at the appointed 
hour, accompanied by Judge Hazeldine, of 
Albuquerque, N. JL, one of the solicitors 
of that company. 
Judge Hazeldine addressed the Commis­ 
sioners, setting forth the conditions of the 
land grant to the company and the Federal 
requirements for reports to be presented to 
the Secretary of the Interior. He argued 
that Mr. Bissell could not comply with 
the order of the Board because the docu­ 
ments containing the information were 
filed in the company’s chief office in Bos­ 
ton. In rendering reports to the Govern­ 
ment, the corporation had adhered to a 
form required by the Secretary of the Inte­ 
rior, which was not similar to the form 
prescribed by the State Commission, and 
therefore it would take some time and 
labor to place before the California Com­ 
mission the facts which Mr. Bissell was 
ordered to present. After hearing Judge 
Hazeldine the Board dismissed the order 
against Mr. Bissell and allowed the corpo­ 
ration until June ffOth of this year to segre­ 
gate from the books and other records of 
the company the statements desired. 
The Watsonville complaint came up con­ 
cerning depot facilities, and was informally 
discussed. It was stated that the people of 
Watsonville would be satisfied if accommo­ 
dations and charges equal to those extend­ 
ed to Pajaro were provided, and Colouel C. 
F. Crocker had the matter under considera­ 
tion. 
Extensive Lam l Sales. 
San Lns Obispo, February 10th.—The 
boom in real estate in this county is shown 
by the increased sales within the past three 
days. Three hundred acres of land at the 
Niponio sold for §100 an acre, which three 
years ago was ollered at §15 an acre. Thirty 
thousand dollars has been ottered for the 
Los Bericos ranch, containing 840 acres. 
The Sauta Ysabel ranch, on the east side 
of the Salinas river, was put on the market 
Friday last and §50,000 worth sold the first 
day. Some time in March the entire Paso 
Robles ranch will be put up at auction and 
sold without reserve. The present stir in 
real estate is due to the present heavy rains.
